Proposed to amend the Constitution in such a manner 
that the stated purposes of the Organization were 
in compliance with requirements of the IRS for any 
Organization designated as a non-profit, tax exempt 
group. 


Proposition 2 Proposed to amend the constitution so that members 
at large may, by petition, propose an amendment to 
the Constitution without prior consideration of the 
Board of Directors.

A MESSAGE FROM HARRY S. GARTSMAN, 
Vice President of QCWA § 
Candidate for the Office of 
PRESIDENT 


It has been my privilege, during 
the past decade, to serve in QCWA, 
first as a Director, elected while 
there was a flurry of expansionist 
activity in the late 1960's, then 
as the elected Vice President ser- 
ving with Barry Goldwater § Frank 
Gunther. Under the circumstances 
of my election, and being the very 
first Director elected fron Cali- 
fornia, I felt that I was obligat- 
ed to work for changes in the way 
the Board administered QCWA affairs. 


In those years members were dis- 
cussing the desirability of in- 
creasing the number of Directors in 
QCWA from § to 11, thus providing 
for a Director from each call area 
in the US and-one Director to represent members living outside the U.S.. 
It was believed this action would make the Board more responsive to area 
problems. I soon learned that the Board of that period was fully aware 
of this activity, as well as other matters deemed important to QCWA. As 
a neophyte Director, I found that my ideas were considered, but only in 
light of the experience of those with many more years in QCWA than I. 

I can say now, in retrospect, that that Board, and all others with which 
I have been associated since, entered into lengthy and enthusiastic dis- 
cussion on this and all other matters affecting the welfare of QCWA, and 
I am firmly convinced that they acted in the best interests of our group, 
even though I may have disagreed with some actions. As I have gained 

experience in QCWA, and have become a veteran Director, I am better able 
to survey the immediate future and am very certain that the time for the 
acceptance of new ideas is upon us, and I believe that under my leader- 
ship, the new Board can and will act in the best interests of all QCWA 
members, and will have a receptive ear for the ideas of all members. 


In recent years my extensive travels throughout the world have brought 
me into personal contact with many men and women, important in industry 
§ the Military. My personal relationship with these people permits me to 
discuss the contribution of Amateurs to the welfare of people throughout 
the world. I can, and have carried the story of goodwill that exists 
between Amateurs regardless of their nationality. We are all aware of 
the spirit of cooperation that exists between us...we must make leaders 
of other nations aware of this fraternalism that transcends national 
boundaries...thus helping to gain their cooperation in international 
councils which will deal with our future. It has been my pleasure to 
visit amateurs in all parts of the world, many have become close person- 
al friends, and members of QCWA as a result. I shall continue in these 
efforts. It is my plan to attend the Geneva Conference and to bring a 
first-person report of deliberations home to all QCWA members. 
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In recent years we have all witnessed the growth of QCWA. One must con- 
clude that our image among Amateurs is prestigious and desirable, and 
that the efforts of our members, supported by responsible Officers and 
Directors have brought about this richly earned recognition. I am proud 
to have been a small part in the recent development of QCWA. I hope that 
you will see fit to allow me to actively lead QCWA in its important work 
ahead. 


In closing, let me say that, if elected, my aim will be to advance the 
standing of QCWA as an Organization and force to be reckoned with, and 
that I will re-double my efforts to increase our prestige in National and 
International councils dealing with the affairs of Amateur Radio, To 
this end, the voice of all will be heard and considered by the governing 
body of QCWA!

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LABELS, MEMBERSHIP DATA, ROSTERS, DUES EXPIRATION, ET CETERA: 


In December, 1976, our first efforts to use computer labels turned in- 
to a disaster. We had expected it, and sure enough, we got it. Since 
that time we have spent many hours getting into a new computer situation 
and have installed a CRT terminal at headquarters. When the membership 
data is completely renovated, we will expect to input all data on a one 
time a week basis. The format for labels has been changed, and from now 
on labels will be made as follows:

For each type, the upper line consists of the Prime call-letters for the 
member followed by the membership number in QCWA; the next indicates the 
expiration date of membership, with expiration at the end of the month 
indicated; The last is a code for sorting, D stands for Domestic, which 
is our terminology for members with US zip codes. F stands for foreign, 
again standing for those without US zip codes. Following the code 
letter, and there are several others (Z = Complimentary issues of the 
newsletter mailed; H = Honorary Members; X = dues expired, member no 
longer serviced by QCWA; et cetera) you will find, for the present, if 
applicable one of 3 characters, either 5 C or 6. The 5 indicates that 
the member has been issued the Golden SO Year Certificate. C indicates 
that the member has been issued the Golden 50-Year Continously Licensed 
Certificate. 6 indicates that the member has been issued the Golden 60 
Year Certificate. Note that only one character is printed, and the rank 
is 5, C, 6. 


The computer will sort all members with a "D" arrange them in zip-code 
order and print labels in 4 minutes. 


One serious problem we have found is lack of information on the silent- 
key members. As a result, we are going to go back to the first, with 
all records available, and enter all members, with their last known ad- 
dress, silent keys, and all...and make the entire roster in one contig- 
uous list in the computer. Presumably the numbers will all talley, and 
at this moment there would be 11,516 (March 26, 1977)...actually, we are 
certain that is will not happen, since members have provided us with 
absolute proof that they have had more than 1 number, and at present we 
are unable to resolve the problem. Eventually we will have answers for 
the problem, but maybe no solutions. Never the less, a complete roster 
is a must, for searching records, etc. In years past silent key members 
cards were removed from the live file,..many have been lost, or for some 
reason are unavailable, leaving a void that is intolerable. We're sure 
working on it. 


Lest you wonder, when the 1978 Roster is printed, we will draw off the 
silent keys by their code letter (s)...and they will not appear in any 
printed document other than a listing of the silent keys. But they will 
appear in the official computer list of all members from #1 to the very 
moment, which is held in the office for reference at all times. We sort 
of figured you'd like to know what we're trying to do here...that's it!

We are pleased to include in this 
issue, material of interest to all 
QCWA members and Amateurs. Recent- 
ly, Jack Anderson published a story 
which, at best, glossed over the 
contributions of Amateur Radio to 
the welfare of men, and at best was 
disparaging to us as a group.

Jack Anderson, "Fight Looms Over 
Use of the Airwaves,” again shows his 
ignorance and lack of proper research 
before opening his mouth! Like all 
muckrakers, in his haste to fill 2 column 
he fails to get his facts straight 
beforehand and presents only one side of 
an argument, his side! 

Mr. Anderson does not point out that 
the amateur radio operators are a 
trained, technical group, licenses by 
most countries of the world after 
qualifying themselves by a written 
examination given by their respective 
governments and based on international 
treaties between the states. Amateur 
frequencies are set aside by ine 
ternational agreement and reviewed at 
telecoinmunication conferences held 
every few years. It is not within the 
power of the F.C.C, to reallocate these 
frequencies for other thaa amateur radio 
use except by agreement with the other 
powers at the international conference 

‘The present band of frequencies 
used by Citizen Band operators was 
sel aside internationally for use of 
experimental, medical machines 
(diathermy, etc.) and other uses 
subject to whatever interference 
might be experienced by the user. It 
was sort of “trash band.” In the 
United States, it was so designated 
and amateurs were allowed to use 
this 11 meter band in addition to 
their 10 meter band for many years, 
subject of course to the interference 
from experimental devices, 
diathermy and what-have-you. 

As it was an undesirable band the 
amateurs failed to make much use of 
these frequencies and the F.C.C. 
redesignated the 11 meter band as a 
Citizens Band, still subject to any in- 
terference that might be received. It 
stands that way today. 

‘The original intent of the F.C.C. in 
establishing a 27 MHZ (11 meter) Citizen 
Band was for a low-cost personal radio 
service for two-way communication of a 
business nature, not as a second hobby 
type service. Power was limited to five 
watts input and antenna height to 20 feet 
to keep the radiated signals from 
causing undue interference to other 
countries and to make maximum use of 
the available channels within this 
country. 
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‘The story of CB radio in the USS. is 
well known by now. It has grown into a 
lawless group who defy the rules and 
regulations of the licensing authority and 
have set up their own standards of 
‘operation. It is not uncommon to find CB 
transmitters operated with 1000 watts of 
power, many of these on frequencies far- 
removed from the channels assigned the 
service. CB operators have blanketed 
their neighborhoods with television 
interference causing the viewing public 
endless distress. 

The Commission recently tn 
creased the number of CB channels 
to 40 from 23 such channels. This 
number of channels is entirely 
sufficient to handle the 20 million or 
‘more CBers if the channels were 
properly used in the spirit they were 
created for and with equipment 
limited to five watts of input power 
toa small antenna. The assignment 
of further spectrum space is not only 
unnecessary but a waste of a natural 
resource notwithstanding a violation 
of international agreement. 

Ido not mean to imply that all users 
of CB radio are lawless. I only point out 
that the incidence of lawlessness is very 
high. Like in any group, the violent ones 
‘overshadow the majority. The problem 
with CB has been the large numbers of 
rank violators. 

Mr. Anderson speaks derogatorily of 
the American Radio Relay League, 
calling it a “lobbying group." The 
A.R.RLL. has always been the backbone 
of amateur radio, not only in this country 
but throughout the world. A non-profit 
organization, it is the amateur's 
organization “of, by and for the 
amateur.” Not only does the League 
represent us nationally and  in- 
ternationally but it sets forth a code of 
ethics by which we live and operate our 
amateur stations. Would that the CBer 
had such an organization from the 
‘outset. The League is virtually as old as 
radio itself and it might be well to note 
that amateur radio is the oldest radio 
service. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Mr. McKinney 
signed this, "Proud to Be an Amateur,” 
with his station’s call letters. He said he 
wrote it in that capacity. However, he 
has a little more knowledge of the sub- 
ject than that implies. He happens to be 
the engineer in charge of the Federal 
Communications Commission's 
monitoring station in Grand Island, 
which is charged with monitoring all 
broadcast frequencies 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, to insure that there is 
‘no misuse of them.)

Sir: 


The Daily News of April 4, 1977, carried a column by Jack Anderson and 
Les Whitten entitled "Hams Hogging the Air Waves." The tenor of the ar- 
ticle was that the Federal Communications Commission has teamed up with 
amateur radio operators (hams) to unfairly and underhandedly keep Citizen 
band operators (CBers) stifled by refusing to take frequencies from the 
hams and give them to the CBers. Mr. Anderson makes certain definite 
statements, cites figures and accuses by innuendo to make his case. Each 
and every statement, figure and innuendo is completely false. Let us 
take his words verbatim: 


Statement: "The air waves have become so crowded that the CB industry has 
appealed for more frequencies..." 


Fact: The Communication Act covering CB operation limits their trans- 
mitter power to 5 watts. The original purpose of CB operation was for a 
short distance utilitarian communication system to help the farmer, the 
businessman, «professional man, et cetera. A power of 5 watts is suffi- 
cient for this purpose. However, the great majority of CBers constantly 
violate this limitation by using illegal amplifiers of much higher power, 
in some instances up to 5000 watts. These high-power signals travel all 
over the U. S., and as a result, CBers constantly jam each other. If 
the manufacturers of CB equipment did not make available to, and the 

CB operators did not use these illegally high power amplifiers, the pres- 
ently authorized 40 channels would be sufficient. 


Statement: "These...more frequencies...would have to be taken from the 
radio operators..." 


Pact: Frequencies are allocated by the various countries, including the 
U. S. in accordance with the allocations set up by the International 
Telecommunications Union, an arm of the United Nations. This is required 
to prvent chaos in the worldwide lines of communications services, since 
radio waves respect no nations boundary lines. All frequency bands as- 
signed for amateur use are specifically provided for by this Internation- 
al convention to which nearly every nation is a signatory. Amateur radio 
is defined and included in the frequency tables of the ITU..CB radio,per 
se, does not appear in those tables. Further, why assume that the Ama- 
teur service would have to provide these extra frequencies? Other ser- 
vices have frequencies which could provide extra CB channels, if it could 
be found desirable to expand the CB spectrum, 


Statement: "The 300,000 hams have 100 times more air-space than is avail- 
able to the 9 million CB enthusiasts. 


Fact: CB has 40 channels in the HF range totalling 0.41 MHz. Amateur 
radio has 6 separate bands in the HF range totalling 3.4 MHz. This is a 
ratio of 8.5 to 1, not 100 to 1. If we include the 3 VHF amateur bands 
then the ratio becomes 40 to 1, still not 100 to 1, It must also be 
noted that the amateur 1.8-2 MHz band is shared by Loran radionav, and 
other services. Likewise the 220-225 VHF band is shared with radio- 
location services. The 7.1 - 7.3 band is shared with foreign short-wave 
broadcasters, and is so polluted as to be almost useless for amateur 
communications. 
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Statement: "The hams also have a lock on the higher frequencies which are 
free from interference." 


Fact: There are amateur bands in the UHF and SHF ranges starting with 
the 420-450 MHz band, and going up to above 90 gigahertz. All of these 
are shared with other governmental services and at present are primarily 
experimental areas. If history repeats itself, just as soon as Amateurs 
prove the practicability of these frequencies they will be pre-empted by 
other interests. A lock indeed! a lock which can be opened by envious 
moneyed interests! 


Statement: "The hams now control more frequencies than all the nation's 
police and fire departments combined, plus all the TV stations on the VHF 
channels in the Los Angeles and New York City areas." 


Fact: The public safety services (Police, Fire, Highway, Forestry and 
Emergency services) have various HF and VHF channels from 1.665 to 156.25 
MHz, totalling 25.244 MHz. The Commercial and educational FM broadcasters 
have 100 channels from 88 to 108 MHz, or a total of 20 MHz. The VHF TV 
channels in the LA and NYC areas are channels 2,3,5,7,9,11 § 13, a total 
of 42 MHz, The sum total of these frequencies if 87.224 MHz. The total 
amateur frequencies in the HF and VHF ranges, shared and exclusive totals 
but 16.6 MHz. Thus, these other services have over 5 times as many fre- 
quencies as the amateurs. If one were to include the UHF TV frequencies 
of 470-890 MHz, as well as the amateur UHF band of 420-450 MHZ, then the 
other services named would have almost 11 times the spectrum space than 
is given to amateurs! 


Statement: "The telecommunications policy makers at the white house have 
quietly notified the FCC .., there would be no objections to expanding 
the airways for the CB users ... the Commission has refused to take the 
hint ... one reason may be that the CB radio is regulated by officials, 
who according to a confidential report 'have traditionally been hams,'" 


Fact: The FCC is composed of 7 commissioners appointed by the President 
of the U. S. with the approval of the Senate. These commissioners are 
traditionally from the legal field, business world, educational field, 
public foundation sphere, etc. Not one of the present commissioners is 
or has ever been a ham. In its entire existance since its inception in 
1934, there have been but 2 or 3 commissioners who had been hams. There 
has not been a ham on the Commission for many years. Small wonder that 
Mr. Anderson's sources are "confidential reports." Their total lack of 
truth could not stand the light of being open and forthcoming witness. 
Could these baseless data have been supplied by the lobbyists of the 
Electronic Industry Association who are looking to a new Billion dollar 
CB market? 


Statement: "The opposition to giving the CB industry a greater share of 
the air-waves has been generated largely by the American Radio Relay 
League...a ‘lobbying organization." 


Fact: The opposition is a grass-roots effort from all the american am- 
ateurs who cherish their air space and are proud to have been represen- 
ted by the ARRL since 1914. The ARRL is a non-profit membership organ- 
ization. It is one member of the International Amateur Radio Union whose 
various members represent approximately one million amateurs throughout 
the world. It is not and never has been a "lobbying organization." 


(continued) 
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Statement: FOOTNOTE - "The FCC's Chief Engineer, Raymond Spence, is a 
lifetime member of the league. Yet, has made decisions detrimental to 
the CB industry, 


Fact: Mr. Spence is a licensed amateur radio operator. Anyone can be- 
come a licensed radio amateur by passing an examination showing qualifi- 
cation in theory and practical operation of amateur radio equipment which 
makes it possible to communicate with the entire world. You must be a 
licensed ham to qualify for life membership in the ARRL. Further, you 
must make a lifetime dues payment of $150 to become a life member. No- 
body, but nobody, can become a life member without these two pre-requi- 
sites. There is no such thing as a free life membership. And, what does 
Mr. Spence receive for being a life member? -- a monthly issue of QST, 
our amateur magazine, access to technical information from the league 
headquarters, participation in amateur contests and activities and the 
personal satisfaction of being a supporter of Amateur Radio and all it 
stands for. His being an active amateur and a life member of ARRL can 
bring him not one single solitary material compensation! As for con- 
flict of interest, only the seven Commissioners by a majority vote can 
make a decision. Mr. Spence can only apply his technical knowledge in 
implementing these decisions. 


Now, let's look at the record of Amateur Radio. From the dawn of the art, 
Amateurs have always been in the vanguard of radio developments Marconi 
and DeForest have always considered themselves as amateurs. An Amateur, 
Edwin H. Armstrong, was responsible for regeneration, vacuum-tube trans- 
mitters, the superheterodyne receiver, which is universal in it's use § 
FM broadcasting. In WW I, 5000 amateurs volunteered for military duty 
and constituted the backbone of our military communications systems, 
Likewise, in WW-II, our country was fortunate in having thousands upon 
thousands of highly skilled self-trained amateur radio operators to take 
over the necessary radio, radar, and other essential electronic services, 
In fact, Radar was the result of observations by 3 amateurs during the 
1920's and 1930's. Amateur radio was ever present in times of emergency, 
when lives were at stakekin earthquakes, floods, the need for medicines, 
necessary communications with isolated personnel at the North and South 
Poles, and in countless other experiences. Amateur radio can justify its 
claims to its allotted frequencies. Mr. Anderson cannot justify his 
Championing of CB frequency claims by his article which contains nothing 
of fact and is a meretricious and gratuitous assemblage of misrepresen- 
tations. 


Both the Daily News and Mr. Anderson owe Amateur Radio an apology and 
retraction,

From the pages of QST for May, 1922, is a list of all licensed radio 
stations broadcasting as of March 10, 1922. All are three-letter calls 
except KDKA, An interesting thing is that all stations operated on 360 
meters (833 KHz). Those showing an asterik (*) shifted frequency to 485 
meters (618 kHz) to broadcast market or weather reports. This was only 
16 months after the first scheduled broadcasts from KDKA. Broadcasting 
was in chaos!

Applicants for QCWA membership must have held an Amateur 
Radio License at least 25 years ago and must, at the time of 
applying, hold a valid Amateur license. Proof of Eligibility 
must be shown. Headquarters has a library of callbooks from 
the old times which can be used in most cases. A request for 
information will bring a prompt return letter to you. 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial membership. Dues in the amount 
of $14 for three years are payable in advance with the application. Life 
membership may be obtained for $70, plus the $3 entry fee. Time payment 
of Life membership fees is available: Three payments to be completed in 
on year, of $30,$25 and $15 respectively. Upon completion of the Life- 
membership fee, the Life Membership Certificate is issued. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in chronological order, are issued 
to each member. The numbers are never re-issued, except to the same one 
to whom they were first assigned, in the event that he has allowed his 
membership to lapse. Blue certificates and membership cards are issued 
to regular members, with Gold Certificates and membership cards going to 
Life Members. In the event a certificate must be replaced,.the charge 
is $1.00. 

GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY certificates are issued, upon request and proof of 
eligibility, those having completed SO years in Amateur radio being the 
recipients. Endorsement stickers for each 2 year interval above the 
basic SO years are available from Chapter Secretaries. 


50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED CERTIFICATES are issued to QCWA members 
whose calls appear in callbooks for each year since 1927. There is a 
charge of $1.00 for this certificate. It must be applied for, and proof 
of licensing supplied. 


60th ANNIVERSARY CERTIFICATES are issued to those who have completed 
60 years as a Licensed Amateur. Proof of such licensing must be given, 
and 2 year endorsements may be obtained from Chapter Secretaries. Note 
that 1912 is considered the first year of Amateur Licensing, being the 
first period for which call-books were issued. 

QCWA WORKED ALL STATES CERTIFICATES are issued to QCWA members who have 
completed their records of contacting QCWA members in each of the 50 
states, 


QCWA WORKED 100 CERTIFICATES are issed by the Operating Activities 
Manager upon proof of such operation. 

QCWA WORKED 60 CHAPTER CERTIFICATES are issued by the Operating Activ- 
ities Manager, upon proof of such operation. 

QCWA WORKED 500 CERTIFICATES are issued by the Operating Activities 
Manager, upon proof of such operation. 

QCWA ANNUAL QSO PARTY. A plaque is issued on behalf of QCWA, by the 
Operating Activities Manager, to the high-scorer of the Annual QSO Party. 
The plaque is inscribed with the winners name, score and year of the 
event. A new plaque is issued for each years event. 

All Certificates are numbered serially, with a permanent record kept 
as to those who were honored by the Award.
